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A  recent  article  by  Elder  Gordon  B.  Hinckley,  of  the  Quorum  of  the 
Twelve  outlined  the  challenge  facing  the  Church  now  and  in  the  short 
span  of  the  next  twenty  years.  This  challenge  arises  from  the  great  growth 
being  experienced  by  the  Church  which  will  become  accelerated  each  year 
as  more  and  more  of  the  good  people  of  the  earth  recognize  the  truthful- 
ness of  the  story  told  by  a  boy  prophet  in  our  day  and  age  who  spoke 
with  God  less  than  150  years  ago. 

With  the  great  increase  in  membership,  the  need  to  train  qualified 
leaders  becomes  urgent.  Elder  Hinckley  stated  that  in  1967  there  were 
about  800  new  Bishops  and  Branch  Presidents  chosen  by  the  Church.  He 
quoted  a  statement  by  Elder  Harold  B.  Lee  which  indicated  that  by  1985 
we  shall  have  about  2300  new  Bishops  and  200  new  stake  presidents  each 
year. 

This  tremendous  growth  has  inspired  our  Church  Leaders  to  prepare 
trainings  programs  for  the  leadership  of  the  Church.  The  Apostles  them- 
selves are  the  authors  of  these  programs  being  presented  throughout  the 
mission.  More  are  yet  to  come.  The  titles  of  subject  matter  which  they 
have  prepared  in  part  are  as  follows : 

"How  to  Communicate",  written  by  Elder  Thomas  S.  Monson. 

"How  to  Call  to  Service  and  How  to  Release",  by  Elder  Gordon  B. 
Hinckley. 

"How  to  Preside  at  and  Conduct  General  Church  Meetings,"  by  Elder 
Howard  W.  Hunter. 

"How  to  Commend  and  Reprove,"  by  Elder  Legrand  Richards. 

"How  to  Evaluate  Your  Performance  in  Your  Church  Calling,"  by 
Elder  Spencer  W.  Kimball. 

Titles  of  other  subjects  prepared  for  our  training  are : 

"How  to  Delegate  Wisely". 

"How  to  Use  the  Scriptures  in  Assisting  us  in  our  Church  Assign- 
ments." 

"How  to  Set  and  Achieve  Goals". 

"How  to  Listen",  and  "How  to  Use  Records  and  Reports." 

It  has  been  said  that  the  Gospel  never  changes,  but  the  methods  and 
tools  of  presenting  the  Gospel  are  ever  changing.  In  our  day,  we  are  wit- 
nesses to  the  improvements  in  these  methods  and  tools.  We  are  blessed  in 
having  inspired  leaders  plainly  and  clearly  spell  out  for  us  what  is  ex- 
pected of  each  of  us  if  we  are  to  qualify  ourselves  for  great  service  to  our 
fellow-men  and  thereby  to  our  Heavenly  Father. 

Will  we  master  these  new  programs,  these  right  ways  of  doing  things? 
If  we  are  going  forward  with  the  Church  we  will.  If  we  don't  want  to  put 
forth  the  effort  to  learn  the  better  ways  of  doing  Church  work,  we  will 
lose  the  blessings  God  would  otherwise  give  us.  Our  faith  and  confidence 
in  you,  our  brothers  and  sisters,  the  leaders  of  the  Lord's  work  in  this 
land,  is  that  you  will  be  teachable  and  anxious  to  adopt  suggestions  made 
by  our  prophet  and  those  choice  leaders  associated  with  him.  Thereby  will 
the  work  go  forward  by  leaps  and  bounds  here  in  South  Africa. 

We  pray  that  this  may  be  so.

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MY  RESPONSIBILITY

This  article  was  originally  a  talk  given,  at  Sacrament  meeting  in 
the  Philadelphia  (Pennsylvania)  Ward,  where  John  Lamb  is  a  member  of 
the  Church.  Brother  Lamb,  who  joined  the  Church  in  1957,  is  a  accom- 
plished musician  and  has  toured  with  the  Duke  Ellington  Band  as  a  bass 
player.  He  is  31  years  of  age. 

I  would  like  to  tell  you  a  story  about  a  boy  whom  I  shall  call  Buddy. 
He  was  born  in  a  small  southern  town  under  restricted  circumstances  and 
grew  up  as  normally  as  he  could.  When  he  was  nine  years  old  he  decided 
that  it  was  time  for  him  to  join  his  parents'  church. 

Buddy,  from  his  earliest  moments,  had  always  participated  in  church 
activities  like  Sunday  School.  So  it  was  easy  to  become  a  member,  es- 
pecially after  promptings  from  older  boys  in  the  church. 

Joining  was   a  simple  matter.  All  Buddy  had  to  do  was  to  walk  to 
the  front,  give  the  minister  his  hand,  and  tell  him  why  he  wanted  to  be 
a  member.  This  latter  requirement  was  rather  difficult  for  Buddy.  When 
it  was   his   turn,   he   just   stood  there  looking 
at    the    congregation.    After    seemingly    hours 
of  embarrassment,  he  finally  whispered  to  the 
minister,  "I  want  to  be  saved."  The  preacher 
asked.    "Are    you    willing    to    be    a    good    boy 
from  now  on?"  Buddy  stammered,  "Yes."  He 
was    accepted    as    a    candidate,   was    baptized, 
attended    meetings     regularly,     and    paid    his 
weekly  church  dues. 

Buddy  continued  to  be  active  in  his  church 
until  high-school  graduation.  It  was  time  to 
think  about  a  career.  Buddy  enlisted  in  the 
Air  Force. 

Service  life  was  different.  While  Buddy 
found   that   much   discipline   was   required,   he 

also  discovered  a  new  freedom  from  parents.  He  could  have  a  beer  if  he 
wanted  and  smoke  without  parental  interference.  "Boy,  this  is  great!"  he 
said.  He  began  drinking  coffee,  not  beacuse  he  particularly  enjoyed  it 
but  because  it  gave  him  a  feeling  of  status  and  made  him  feel  grown-up. 

As  you  can  see  Buddy  was  a  normal  boy.  His  childhood  and  early 
military  experiences  were  much  like  those  of  any  other  American  boy. 

But  there  was  a  difference. 

Buddy  was  a  Negro. 

And  Buddy  is  me,  John  Lamb. 

The  fact  is,  I  "quit"  religion  altogether  when  I  got  into  the  service. 
It  appeared  to  be  only  a  Sunday  get-together.  The  teachings  were  vague 
and  inconsistent  with  Christian  daily  living.  I  began  to  experience  prob- 
lems of  adjustment  to  my  military  surrounding  and  life  in  general.  Frus- 
trations and  anxieties  took  over.  I  went  to  doctors  and  nothing  was  wrong; 
my  health  was  perfect.  "Life  must  be  better  than  this,"  I  thought.  "Some- 
thing must  be  done." 

As  a  child  I  had  been  taught  to  pray  but  discarded  the  habit  as  a 
teenager.  I  began  to  pray  again,  not  knowing  what  to  expect  but  hoping 
that  it  would  relieve  my  distressed  feelings. 

"If  there  is  a  God,"  I  prayed,  "please  guide  me.  I  am  willing  to  abide 
your  commandments.  I  have  to  know  what  is  right  and  what  is  wrong." 

Shortly  afterward.  I  decided  to  return  to  my  old  faith.  However,  I 
found  that  this  did  not  work.  The  same  feelings  of  ignorance  and  incon- 
sistency still  lingered  in  the  church. 

The  next  step  in  my  search  for  peace  of  mind  was  to  study  many 
religions.  Not  only  did  I  investigate  numerous  faiths,  but  I  lived  among 
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many  of  the  Air  Force  members,  learned  their  habits,  and  their  teachings 
The  one  thing  I  did  learn  was  that  all  churches  share  good  principles  and 
hold  much  truth  in  common. 

But  the  path  always  led  me  to  the  same  place,  the  barracks  where 
Jerry  lived.  Jerry  was  a  Mormon  from  Salt  Lake  City  who  seemed  to  have 
the  answers  to  many  of  my  perplexing  questions. 

I'll  never  forget  first  hearing  about  Jerry.  My  knowledge  of  Mormons 
was  limited  to  a  faint  remembrance  of  Brigham  Young,  perhaps  picked  up 
in  high  school.  One  day  I  overheard  a  conversation:  "Yeh,  he's  a  Mormon," 
one  fellow  said.  "Who  are  you  talking  about?"  another  questioned.  "That 
guy  over  there.  He's  from  Salt  Lake,  belongs  to  some  religious  outfit." 

The  conversation  didn't  mean  much  at  the  time.  But  I  gradually  got 
to  know  Jerry,  which  came  in  handy  when  I  became  interested  in  various 
religions. 

I  would  always  go  to  Jerry  to  find  out  what  he  had  to  say  about  points 
of  scripture.  Often  I  would  question  him  on  his  beliefs.  He  had  some  good 
points,  but  I  figured  he  could  be  wrong,  so  I  started  attending  classes 
in  Catholicism. 

One  Catholic  study  session  pulled  me  up  straight.  The  Catholic 
Church  claimed  that  it  could  act  in  the  name  of  God.  No  Protestant 
church  could  claim  this  authority  because  they  all  had  broken  off  from  the 
mother  church. 

Confusion  thoroughly  overtook  me. 

Jerry's  calm  answer  when  I  took  the  question  of  authority  to  him 
was  that  I  had  been  misled.  "Someday  I'll  prove  it,  John,"  he  promised. 
I  challenged  him  to  prove  it  and  the  sooner  the  better. 

Sometime  later  as  Jerry  was  preparing  to  go  to  a  meeting,  I  saw  a 
Book  of  Mormon  on  his  table  and  inquired  about  it.  Upon  learning  that 
it  was  one  of  the  scriptures  of  his  Church,  I  requested  a  copy. 

The  first  several  chapters  did  it.  It  was  one  of  the  most  boring  books 
I  had  ever  read.  Back  on  the  shelf  it  went  where  it  collected  dust  for  six 
months. 

Every  time  I  approached  Jerry  about  his  religion,  he  was  always  busy. 
But  I  kept  at  him.  and  one  day  he  said,  "Come  upstairs,  John." 

With  that  beginning,  the  wonderful  truths  began  to  unfold.  As  he  ex- 
pounded, the  scriptures  all  started  to  make  sense.  The  Book  of  Mormon 
took  on  significant  meaning.  The  foundation  of  revelation,  the  necessity 
of  apostles  and  prophets,  the  authority  to  administer  ordinances,  the  re- 
storation of  the  Gospel  and  of  the  Holy  Priesthood  became  vivid  truths. 
As  I  read  the  Joseph  Smith  story,  it  seemed  as  if  I  were  reliving  it.  I,  too. 
passed  from  ignorance  to  light. 

To  make  a  long  story  short,  I  was  baptized  into  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  received  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  was  accepted 
into  membership. 

"But  John  Lamb,"  everyone  I  met  seemed  to  ask.  "what  about  the 
priesthood?  You  are  a  Negro!  You  were  really  brainwashed  by  those 
Mormons,  weren't  you?" 

And  my  answer  was,  and  still  is:  "I  know  this  to  be  the  inspired, 
restored  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  not  through  blind  faith,  but  through  i 
knowledge  that   I   have   gained  from  our  Heavenly  Father." 

My  position  in  this  restored  Church  reminds  me  of  the  parable  of  the 
talents.  Two  men  received  more  than  one  talent  each  and  multiplied  them 
in  their  lord's  absence.  Another  man  hid  his  talent.  All  of  them  were 
responsible  for  increasing  their  talents. 

Men  now  holding  the  priesthood  have  a  talent.  For  the  present,  God 
has  given  me  other  talents.  It  is  my  duty  as  a  member  of  the  Church 
to  render  service  in  every  way  I  possibly  can,  to  increase  the  talents  I 
have  been  given.  I  am  not  excused  and  neither  is  a  priesthood  holder. 

My  brothers  and  sisters,  we  are  eligible  for  the  blessings  of  the  re- 
stored gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  I  pray  we  will  ever  make  ourselves  worthy 
to  receive  them.

Lest  We  Forget

For  eight  decades  —  80  magnificent  years 
—  the  Manti  Temple  has  stood,  overlook- 
ing Utah's  Sanpete  Valley,  providing  a 
haven  where  the  faithful  come  to  receive 
their  blessings  for  time  and  eternity.  The 
Manti  Temple  was  dedicated  privately  by 
Wilford  Woodruff  May  17,  1888,  and 
publicly  by  Lorenzo  Snow  on  May  21, 
1888. 

The  boundaries  of  the  Manti  Temple 
district  were  specified  in  a  circular  issued 
by  the  First  Presidency  and  Council  of  the 
Twelve  October  25,  1876. 

Early  on  the  morning  of  April  25,  1877. 
President  Brigham  Young  asked  Warren 
S.  Snow  to  go  with  him  to  temple  hill. 
Brother  Snow  related:  "We  two  were  alone; 
President  Young  said:  "Here  is  the  spot 
where  the  prophet  Moroni  stood  and  dedi- 
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cated  the  piece  of  land  for  a  Temple  site  and  that  is  the  reason  why  the 
location  is  made  here,  and  we  can't  move  it  from  this  spot  .  .  ."  (Orson  F. 
Whitney,  Life  of  Heber  C.  Kimball  (first  edition),  p.  447.) 

Later  in  the  day,  as  ground  was  broken.  President  Young  said:  "We 
now  call  upon  the  people  .  .  .  for  men  to  come  here  with  teams  and 
wagons,  ploughs  and  scrapers,  picks  and  shovels,  to  prepare  this  ground 
for  the  mason  work.  Let  this  work  be  commenced  forthwith;  and  as  soon 
as  possible  we  shall  expect  from  50  to  100  men  every  working  day  through- 
out the  season  to  labour  here  .  .  .  We  want  to  rear  this  temple  with  clean 
hands  and  pure  hearts  .  .  ."  (James  E.  Talmage,  The  House  of  the  Lord, 
p.  226.)

the  temple  stands  is  a  granular 
rock,  uniform  in  grain  and  of  a  fine  cream  colour.  The  building  material 
had  been  used  extensively  in  Sanpete  County,  and  in  1852.  one  piece  ot 
Manti  stone  was  sent  to  Washington,  D.C.  as  Utah  Territory's  contribution 
to  the  Washington  Monument. 

Construction  workers  did  not  receive  money  for  their  work  on  th2 
temple.  Church  members  contributed  food  and  other  farm  products  to- 
ward the  temple  fund.  Eggs  laid  on  Sunday  were  called  "temple  eggs"  and 
were  given  for  the  temple. 

The  people  of  Manti  were  as  hardy  and  as  strong  as  the  temple  they 
were  building.  They  had  come  to  the  area  in  November  1849  on,  invitation 
of  the  Ute  Indian  Chief  Walker.  Isaac  Morley,  their  leader,  named  the  new 
city  "Manti"  after  the  Book  of  Mormon  city.  Most  of  the  settlers  spent 
the  first  winter  in  dugouts  beneath  the  hill  of  solid  rock  that  later  was  to 
be  their  temple  site. 

That  winter  was  severe.  Men  and  boys  worked  daily  shovelling  snow- 
drifts from  grass  so  that  starving  cattle  could  eat.  Horns  on  the  cattle  were 
filed  sharp  to  give  them  some  protection  in  fights  with  ravenous  wolves. 
By  spring  less  than  half  of  the  240  cattle  had  survived.  This  was  considered 
a  blessing  as  the  carcasses  were  given  to  the  Indians,  some  of  whom  were 
not  as  friendly  as  at  first  had  been  supposed. 

With  the  arrival  of  the  first  hot  weather  in  1850,  rattlesnakes  emerged 
from  those  rocks  and  tried  to  take  possession  of  everything.  Armed  with 
torches  and  anything  else  available,  the  settlers  went  to  battle.  More  than 
300  snakes  were  killed  and  miraculously  no  one  was  bitten. 

President  Brigham  Young  visited  in  August  1850,  and  stood  inside 
their  log  stockade  looking  at  the  settlers,  understanding  their  hearts.  Then, 
pointing  to  quarry  hill,  he  promised  that  one  day  a  temple  would  stand  on 
the  top  of  it,  overlooking  the  valley. 

During  the  summer  of  1856,  when  food  was  scarce,  "pigweed"  sprang 
up  in  abundance  on  the  south  side  of  quarry  hill.  This  edible  plant  was 
harvested  each  morning  and  boiled,  to  be  served  with  what  little  other 
food  the  people  had.  The  plant  has  not  grown  there  since,  disappearing  as 
mysteriously  as  it  came. 

Scandinavian  converts  to  the  Church  first  settled  in  Sanpete  County 
in  1853,  and  the  area  has  long  been  known  as  a  centre  for  Scandinavians. 

For  11  years  the  people  worked  hard  and  long  on  the  Manti  Temple 
before  it  was  finished  and  dedicated.  The  twin-towered  structure  is  171 
feet  in  length,  95  feet  in  extreme  width.  The  walls  are  three-and-a-half

But  Mr.  Romney's  own  views  are  known  to  differ 
in  this  respect  from  those  of  his  church,  just  as  President  Kennedy's  views 
on  the  constitutionality  of  aid  to  parochial  schools  differ  from  those  of 
the  hierarchy  of  the  Roman,  Catholic  Church'."

nswer 

When  uninformed  people,  speaking  of  political  and  other  matters, 
undertake  to  interpret  the  position  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  with  respect  to  the  status  of  the  Negro,  they  do  the 
Church  a  grave  injustice  and  present  views  which  are  not  correct. 

FALSE   PREMISES   LEAD  TO   FALSE   CONCLUSIONS 

The  ignorance  on  the  part  of  writers  who  do  not  belong  to  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  in  relation  to  the  view  of  the 
"Mormons"  on  the  status  religiously  or  otherwise  of  the  Negro  is  in- 
excusable. There  is  no  doubt  that  in  the  campaign,  should  George  Romney 
become  a  candidate,  enemies  wiil  play  up  the  Negro  question  to  the  very 
limit.  The  pity  of  it  all  will  be  that  they  start  with  a  false  premise  and 
therefore  they  will  naturally  end  with  a  false  conclusion.  The  Latter-day 
Saints,  so  commonly  called  "Mormons,"  have  no  animosity  towards  the 
Negro.  Neither  have  they  described  him  as  belonging  to  an  'inferior  race." 
There  are  Negroes  in  the  Church  who  are  respected  and  honoured  for  their 
integrity  and  faithful  devotion.  The  door  into  the  Church  is  open  to  all. 
One  ancient  Nephite  prophet  wrote  the  following: 

And  again,  the  Lord  hath  commanded  that  men  should  not  murder; 
that  they  should  not  lie;  that  they  should  not  steal;  that  they  should  not 
envy;  that  they  should  not  have  malice;  that  they  should  not  contend  one 
with  another;  that  they  should  not  commit  whoredoms;  and  that  they  should 
do  none  of  these  things;  for  whoso  doeth  them  shall  perish. 

For  none  of  these  iniquities  come  of  the  Lord;  for  he  doeth  that 
which  is  good  among  the  children  of  men;  and  he  doeth  nothing  save  it 
be  plain  unto  the  children  of  men;  and  he  inviteth  them  all  to  come  unto 
him  and  partake  of  his  goodness;  and  he  denieth  none  that  come  unto  him, 
black  and  white,  bond  and  free,  male  and  female,  and  he  remembereth  the 
heathen  and  all  are  alike  unto  God,  both  Jew  and  Gentile  (II  Nephi  26: 
32-33). 

THE  CHURCH   CAN   DO  MORE  FOR  THE  NEGRO 

Moreover,  according  to  the  faith  and  knowledge  of  the  elders  of  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  who  are  so  frequently  called 
"Mormons,"  the  Church  can  do  more  for  the  Negro  than  any  other  church 
on  the  face  of  the  earth.  What  other  church  can  baptize  them  by  .divine 
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authority  and  confirm  them  and  give  them  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost? 
What  other  church  can  promise  them  with  assurance  that  they  can,  if  they 
are  faithful  and  true  before  the  Lord,  enter  into  the  celestial  kingdom?  Not 
one  of  them!  For  other  churches  do  not  know  anything  about  the  celestial 
kingdom. 

Paul  has  revealed  to  the  world  through  the  doctrine  he  taught  the 
Corinthian  Saints,  that  there  are  three  kingdoms,  or  glories,  into  which 
mankind  will  go.  These  are  the  words  of  Paul: 

All  flesh  is  not  the  same  flesh;  but  there  is  one  kind  of  flesh  of  men, 
another  flesh  of  beasts,  another  of  fishes,  and  another  of  birds. 

There  are  also  celestial  bodies,  and  bodies  terrestrial;  but  the  glory  of 
the  celestial  is  one,  and  the  glory  of  the  terrestrial  is  another. 

There  is  one  glory  of  the  sun,  and  another  glory  of  the  moon,  and 
another  glory  of  the  stars;  for  one  star  differeth  from  another  star  in 
glory. 

So  also  is  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  It  is  sown  in  corruption;  it  is 
raised  in  incorruption.    (I  Corinthians  15:39-42). 

NEGROES  MAY   BECOME   HEIRS  OF  THE  CELESTIAL 

KINGDOM 

Therefore  if  a  Negro  joins  the  Church  through  the  waters  of  baptism 
and  is  confirmed  by  the  laying  on  of  hands  and  then  he  remains  faithful 
and  true  to  the  teachings  of  the  Church  and  in  keeping  the  command- 
ments the  Lord  has  given,  he  will  come  forth  in  the  first  resurrection  and 
will  enter  the  celestial  kingdom  of  God. 

What  other  church  can  make  a  better  promise?  Moreover  we  know- 
whereof  we  speak,  for  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  has  been  restored  with 
all  its  powers  and  divine  authority. 

The  Negro  who  accepts  the  doctrines  of  the  Church  and  is  baptized  by 
an  authorized  minister  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints 
is  entitled  to  salvation  in  the  celestial  kingdom  or  the  highest  heaven 
spoken  of  by  Paul.  It  is  true  that  the  work  of  the  ministry  is  given  to 
other  peoples  and  why  should  the  so  called  Christian  denominations  com- 
plain^ How  many  Negroes  have  been  placed  as  ministers  over  white  con- 
gregations in  the  so  called  Christian  denomination,?  It  appears  that  a  great 
deal  of  noise  has  been  made  over  a  problem  that  does  not  really  exist  or 
is  not  peculiar  to  the  Latter-day  Saints! 

Every  man  whether  he  seeks  office  or  to  maintain  a  good  name  in  the 
community  should  be  judged  by  his  devotion  and  integrity  to  the  principles 
of  truth  and  righteousness,  not  condemned  through  rumours,  prejudices. 
or  the  views  of  others. 

It  is  strange  that  so  many  persons  are  tried  and  condemned  by  well- 
meaning  people  because  of  assumed  notions  and  prejudice  without  a  true 
knowledge  of  the  facts.

feet  thick  at  the  base,  with  buttresses  four  feet  in  thickness,  and  both 
walls  and  buttresses  narrow  as  they  rise.  The  tower  at  the  east  rises  to 
179  feet,  ten  feet  higher  than  the  west  tower.  Each  tower  is  30  feet  square 
at  the  base.  The  ground-level  surrounding  the  temple  is  some  60  feet 
higher  than,  the  street  at  the  foot  of  the  hill. 

The  interior  of  the  building  has  two  spiral  staircases  extending  from 
the  basement  to  the  roof.  Engineers  and  architects  have  acclaimed  them 
remarkable  in  workmanship.  In  each  case  the  centre  is  open,  without  any 
supporting  column,  and  the  walnut  railings  and  balusters,  winding  up  90

President  Clark,  President  Moyle,  President  Joseph  Fielding  Smith, 
other  General  Authorities  of  the  Church  and  their  wives,  General  Superin- 
tendency  of  the  YMMIA,  General  Presidency  of  the  YWMIA,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Youth  of  the  Church: 

I  greet  you  on  this  important  occasion  and  congratulate  you  upon 
your  opportunity  of  having  heard  the  excellent  messages  rendered  by 
those  who  have  participated  on  this  programme. 

My  responsibility  comes  under  the  heading  "We  Live  Our  Religion." 
I  know  of  no  activity  in  which  we  can  demonstrate  that  fact  more  im- 
pressively than  in  the  subject  assigned  to  me  as  a  topic  for  tonight:  "Court- 
ship and  Marriage". 

While  listening  to  the  messages  tonight  from  these  young  people,  these 
lines  came  to  me: 

"You  ought  to  be  true  for  the  sake  of  the  folks  who  think  you 

are  true. 
You  never  should  stoop  to  a  deed  that  your  folks  think  you  would 

not  do. 
If  you  are  false  to  yourself,  be  the  blemish  but  small,  you  have 
injured  your  folks;  you  have  been  false  to  them  all." 

(Edgar  A.  Guest) 
Perhaps  there  are  few,  if  any,  subjects  of  more  interest  or  more  im- 
portance than  courtship  and  marriage. 

ETERNAL    PRONOUNCEMENT 

When  in  the  process  of  creation  it  was  opportune  for  man  to  assume 
mortality,  he  heard  the  eternal  pronouncement  "Thou  mayest  choose  for 
thyself." 

Thus  man,  among  all  other  created  things,  became  a  recipient  of  the 
divine  gift  of  free  agency,  and  with  it  the  accompanying  responsibility. 

As  a  principle  ever  to  be  kept  in  mind,  to  the  tens  of  thousands  as- 
sembled tonight  I  repeat  to  each  one: 

"You  are  the  person  who  has  to  decide 
Whether  you'll  do  it  or  toss  it  aside; 
You  are  the  person  who  makes  up  your  mind 
Whether  you'll  lead  or  will  linger  behind — 
Whether  you'll  try  for  the  goal  that's  afar 
Or  just  be  contented  to  stay  where  you  are." 
(Edgar  A.  Guest,  Selections  for  Public  Speaking,  Scribner's,  1930.) 
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In  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants  the  Lord  clearly  sets  forth  the  signifi- 
cance of  marriage:  "And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you  .  .  .  marriage  is 
ordained  of  God  unto  man."  (D&C  49:15.)  It  is,  therefore,  not  a  ceremony 
to  be  entered  into  lightly,  to  be  dissolved  at  the  first  difficulty  that  might 
arise. 

To  members  of  the  Restored  Church,  marriage  is  a  divine  ordinance, 
and  when  directed  by  intelligent  parenthood,  the  surest  and  safest  means 
for  the  improvement  of  mankind. 

"To  build  a  happy  fireside  clime 

for  weans  and  for  wife, 
That's  the  true  pathos  and  sublime 
O'  human  life." 

(Robert  Burns) 
When  Jesus  referred  to  marriage,  he  associated  with  it  the  lofty  com- 
mand: 

"What  therefore  God  hath  joined  together,  let  no  man  put  asunder." 

(Matt.  19:6) 

MARRIAGE    A    UNIVERSAL    DESIRE 

With  a  few  exceptions,  marriage  is  a  universal 
desire.  Every  young  person  at  some  time  or  anothtr 
looks  forward  to  the  consummation  of  that  event. 
Professor  Henry  C.  Link,  psychologist,  corroborates 
this  as  follows: 

Within  the  past  three  years  I  have,  in  connection 
with  certain  nationwide  studies  among  college 
students,  asked  the  young  women  such  questions  as: 
What  career  in  life  is  most  important  to  you? 
Do  you  consider  marriage  and  helping  a  husband 
in  his  career  more  important,  less  important,  or 
equally  as  important  than  a  career  of  your  own?" 

"From  ninety  to  ninety-five  percent  of  the  col- 
lege women  have  answered  that  a  career  as  a  wife 
and  mother  is  their  primary  aim,  and  that  helping 
a  husband  in  his  career  is  more  important  than  a 
career  of  their  own.  The  growing  belief  among  college  women  that  the 
making  of  a  home,  the  raising  of  a  family,  and  furthering  the  career  of  a 
husband  are  in  themselves  a  career  of  major  importance,  indicates  a  whole  - 
some  return,  to  fundamentals." 

I  believe  that  that  condition  prevails  generally  among  our  young 
people  of  the  Church,  notwithstanding  prevailing  economic  changes  that 
are  threatening  the  permanence  of  the  home,  necessitating  wives  to  work 
and  mothers  to  leave  their  children  with  baby-sitters. 

Let  us  never  lose  sight  of  the  fundamental  fact  that  the  Church  have 
the  obligation  to  build  ideal  homes  and  to  rear  exemplary  families.  With 
this   obligation    in   mind.    I   now   name   five   conditions   contributing  to   a 
successful  marrage: 
1.    An  Unsullied  Reputation 

A  successful  marriage  begins  before  you  even  approach  the  marriage 
altar.  It  begins  when  you  are  accepting  invitations  in  your  teen-age  years 
to  attend  social  parties.  It  begins  with  the  manner  in  which  you  say  good- 
night to  your  companion.  Maintaining  an  unsullied  reputation  during 
courtship  contributes  to  a  solid  foundation  upon  which  to  build  a  happy 
home.  Ths  is  illustrated  by  the  experiences  of  two  girls  as  follows: 

"Being  a  teen-ager  is  quite  confusing  to  me  because  there  are  so 
many  temptations  and  problems  which  seem  to  come  all  at  once.  One  of 
these  problems  which  has  bothered  me  a  great  deal  concerns  dating.  I 
have  heard  so  many  different  ideas  and  explanations  on  this  subject  that 
I  am  quite  confused. 
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"But  I  have  gone  out  with  boys  for  a  good  year  and  a  half,  and  I  have 
learned  many  things.  I  have  felt  that  I  would  like  to  save  my  affection  untii 
I  meet  the  man  that  I  am  to  marry.  However,  several  of  my  friends 
seriously  disagree  with  me  and  feel  that  I  am  being  an  extremist.  They 
have  made  me  very  unhappy  because  of  many  things  they  have  said,  and 
I  have  begun  to  wonder  if  some  of  my  ideas  might  be  wrong. 

"Nearly  all  of  us  agree  that  it  is  wrong  to  sit  and  kiss  and  spoon  for 
long  periods  of  time.  I  am  completely  against  that,  but  they  tell  me  that 
after  a  boy  has  taken  me  out  several  times  and  shown,  me  a  good  time,  T 
should  show  my  appreciation  by  a  good-night  kiss.  I  have  never  felt  this 
to  be  true.  Several  boys  that  I  have  dated  have  been  quite  offended,  and 
feeling  that  I  did  not  like  them,  have  quit  asking  me  out.  When  I  do  finally 
meet  the  man  I  should  marry  I  shall  want  to  give  him  all  my  love  and 
affection,,  and  I  believe  that  the  kiss  will  mean  more  if  it  has  not  been 
thrown  to  all  the  other  boys,  too." 

Incident  number  two  is  the  story  of  a  girl  who  did  not  believe  in  being 
true  to  her  future  husband.  She  thought  she  would  win  the  favour  ot 
young  men  by  yielding  to  their  advances: 

"She  is  a  pretty  girl,  and  she  dresses  well.  She  rarely  lacks  for  a  date 
in  the  middle  of  the  week.  She  is  never  free  on,  week-ends.  But  her  dates 
come  and  go  with  the  regularity  of  the  ocean  tides,  and  for  the  most  part 
they  are  just  as  impersonal.  Fellows  date  Sally  for  the  single  reason  that 
she  is  well-known  as  an  easy  mark. 

"To  be  seen  with  her  several  times  bolsters  a  man's  reputation  as  a 
Casanova  who  knows  his  way  around.  But  few  fellows  date  her  any  longer 
than  it  takes  to  find  congenial  replacements  all  their  own.  The  new  girl 
may  not  be  so  attractive  or  stylish  or  all  the  things  that  Sally  ironically 
owns  up  to,  but  her  date  will  feel  that  she  is  his  alone,  not  inclined  to  neck 
with  Tom  tomorrow  as  she  did  with  Frank  the  day  before. 

"A  good  reputation  may  sound  stuffy,  but  it  is  something  to  cherish. 
The  decision  is  up  to  you.  The  average  fellow  never  takes  advantage  of  a 
girl  he  really  likes." 

II.    Group    Companionship    and   Sociability:   Important   Factors    in   Teen- 
age Years. 

A  second   important  factor  is  choosing  a  congenial  companion. 

CHOOSING    A    MATE 

The  problem  of  choosing  a  proper,  congenial  mate  is  very  vital. 
During  the  period  of  courtship  young  people  should  mingle  with  one 
another  and  become  acquainted  with  one  another's  dispositions.  The  young 
girl  inclined  to  music,  who  learns  to  play  an  instrument,  or  who  sings,  is 
more  likely  to  find  a  good  mate  than  one  who  sits  at  home  refusing  to  go 
out  in  society. 

The  boy  who  participates  in  athletics  is  more  likely  to  find  a  con- 
genial mate  than  one  who  sits  by  the  television  or  radio.  In  other  words 
associations  are  conducive  to  happy  marriages  because  young  folk  become 
acquainted  with  one  another  and  have  more  opportunity  for  choice. 

Here,  young  people,  let  me  sound  a  note  of  warning  against  "going 
steady"  too  young.  It  is  true  that  a  young  girl  finds  in  it  a  sense  of  present 
security  so  far  as  dates  to  public  functions  and  social  parties  are  con- 
cerned and  it  may  be  the  determining  of  a  final  union;  but  "going  steady" 
too  early  in  life  is  fraught  with  handicaps  with  which  hopeful,  fiery  youth 
should  not  be  subjected. 

In  the  first  place,  young  people  are  very  susceptible  —  quick  to  "fall 
in  love",  and  being  immature  in  judgment,  may  not  distinguish  between 
fascination  or  passion  and  true  admiration  or  genuine  love. 

LIMITS    OF    GOING    STEADY 

In  the  second  place,  "going  steady"  limits,  if  not  excludes  girls  and 
boys    from    having    the    opportunity    of    becoming    acquainted    wi,th    one 
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another.  For  example,  dancing  with  the  same  partner  during  an  entire 
evening  proscribes  the  social  spirit  of  the  ballroom. 

But  the  worst  of  early  choosing  to  "go  steady"  is  that  it  gives  to  the 
young  man  a  sense  of  familiarity  or  ownership,  and  to  the  young  girl,  a 
feeling  of  belonging,  a  rapturous  state  to  be  consummated  rightly  only 
by  marriage  vows. 

But  when  experienced  by  unbridled,  daring  youth,  becomes  like  fruit 
plucked  before  it  is  ripe,  something  unsavoury,  uncontributive  to  con- 
nubial joy. 

Some  day  you  may  discover  that  your  choice  of  your  "steady"  was 
premature. 

Ever  mindful  that  following  childhood,  youth  has  other  obligations 
besides  choosing  a  mate  or  having  a  "good  time".  He  must  determine  first 
of  all  what  kind  of  character  he  will  develop.  He  must  decide  what  his 
trade  or  profession  will  be,  and  if  and  when  he  chooses  a  wife,  how  he 
will  support  her  and  the  children. 

"Going  steady"  may  so  enchant  the  couple  that  these  other  associated 
obligations  may  be  given  too  little  consideration,. 

III.  Sacredness  of  a  Promise 

The  third  idea  I  name  as  contributive  to  the  happy  marriage  begins 
when  you  kneel  at  the  altar,  each  covenanting  to  be  true  to  the  other.  A 
man  who  gives  his  word,  if  he  is  honourable,  is  bound  more  than  when 
he  signs  a  contract,  because  his  word  is  his  bond,  and  so  is  that  contract 
of  marriage,  and  particularly  when  the  couple  kneels  in  the  House  of  the 
Lord,  signifying  that  each  is  worthy  of  the  other. 

The  young  girl  knows  that  he  to  whom  she  gives  herself  is  just  as 
worthy  of  fatherhood  as  she  of  motherhood,  and  she  is  justified  in  think- 
ing so.  Each  is  free  from  any  memory  of  the  boy  who  "had  his  fling".  It 
is  a  glorious  feeling  to  know  that  each  is  only  for  the  other. 

Always  keep  in  mind  the  fact  that  the  covenant  you  make  is  a  funda- 
mental factor  to  your  happiness  in  marriage. 

SHARE    IN    LOVE 

Marriage  offers  an  opportunity  to  share  in  the  love  and  care  of 
children,  the  paramount  purpose  of  marriage.  "Without  children,  —  or 
without  believing  that  children  are  important  —  marriage  is  incomplete 
and  unfulfilled." 

True,  children  take  time,  give  trouble,  and  require  more  patience  than 
we  sometimes  have.  They  interfere  with  freedom,  good  times,  and  luxury 
But  the  children  are  the  real  purpose  behind  marriage.  If  we  do  not  put 
the  proper  value  on  parenthood,  we  are  not  emotionally  or  socially  ready 
for  marriage. 

Young  people,  marriage  is  a  relationship  that  cannot  survive  selfish- 
ness, impatience,  domineering,  inequality,  and  lack  of  respect.  Marriage  is 
a  relationship  that  thrives  on  acceptance,  equality,  sharing,  giving,  helping 
doing  one's  part,  learning  and  laughing  together. 

Violation  of  the  marriage  vows  proves  the  violator  to  be  one  who 
cannot  be  trusted,  and  "to  be  trusted  is  a  greater  compliment  than  to  be 
loved." 

FACTORS    IN    MARRIAGE 

So,  thus  far  we  have  as  contributing  factors  in  marriage,  (1)  A  Good 
Reputation,  (2)  A  Congenial  Mate,  (3)  Honour  at  the  Marriage  Altar. 

IV.  Self-Control 

A  fourth  factor  is  self-control  in  the  home.  During  courtship  keep 
your  eyes  wide  open;  but  after  marriage,  keep  them  half  shut.  What  I 
mean  by  this  may  be  illustrated  by  the  remark  of  a  young  woman  who 
said  to  her  husband.  "I  know  my  cooking  isn't  good.  I  hate  it  as  much 
as   you  do;   but  do   you  find   me  sitting  around  griping  about  it?"  This 
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"griping"    after   marriage    is   what   makes   for  unhappiness.   A    wise   mate 
learns  to  control  the  tongue. 

"Boys  hying  kites  haul  in  their  white  winged  birds — 
You  can't  do  that  way  when  you're  flying  words  .  .  . 
Thoughts   unexpressed   may  sometimes  fall   back   dead, 
But   God   Himself  can't  kill  them  when  they're  said." 

(Will  Carleton) 

Do  not  speak  the  complaining  word;  just  walk  outdoors.  I  once  heard 
of  a  couple  who  never  had  a  quarrel,  for  they  decided  that  whenever  one 
lost  his  or  her  temper,  he  or  she  would  go  out  and  take  a  walk.  He  spent 
most  of  his  time  walking. 

Under  this  heading  of  self-control,  indulgence  in  tobacco,  failure  to 
master  appetites  for  alcoholic  stimulants,  have  been  a  source  of  unhappi- 
ness in  otherwise  happy  homes,  and  changed  into  tragedy  many  an  other- 
wise useful  life.  In  courtship  and  marriage  neither  taste  tobacco  nor  tipple 
in  strong  drink. 
V.     Courtesy 

A  fifth  contributing  factor  I  name  is  courtesy.  During  courtship  each 
is  pleased  to  anticipate  the  wishes  of  the  other,  and,  within  the  bounds  of 
propriety,  to  take  joy  in  granting  those  wishes.  Too  many  couples  look 
upon  the  covenant  at  the  marriage  altar  as  the  end  of  courtship. 

It  should  be  the  beginning  of  an  eternal  courtship,  and  that  means 
the  same  consideration  in  the  home  for  the  wife  that  was  given  to  her  as 
a  sweetheart  in  courtship;  the  same  consideration  for  the  husband,  even 
though  he  sits  behind  the  paper  in  the  morning  and  doesn't  say  a  word. 
Life  becomes  humdrum,  but  that  "humdrum"  is  broken  if  we  remember 
that  "if  you  please,"  "thank  you,"  and  "pardon  me",  are  just  as  appropriate 
and  as  much  appreciated  after  marriage  as  before. 

In  the  home  blessed  with  children,  children  seeing  father  courteous  to 
mother,  and  mother  to  father,  partake  themselves  of  that  attribute,  just  as 
they  breathe  the  air  of  the  home,  and  thus  become  refined  and  cultured 
children,  for  the  essence  of  true  culture  is  consideration  for  others. 

Do  not  forget,  when  difficulties  arise,  when  debts  begin  to  pile  up 
and  taxes  have  to  be  paid,  when  babies  require  coddling  and  perhaps  feed- 
ing at  night  —  that  courtesy  after  marriage  is  a  contributing  factor  towards 
harmony  and  peace  in  the  home. 

COURTESY    AND    PUNCTUALITY 

Nothing  is  more  becoming  in  a  great  man  than  courtesy  and  for- 
bearance. Be  punctual  with  your  wife  and  with  your  children.  If  duties 
detain  you,  do  not  hesitate  to  apologize  and  explain.  Punctuality  and  con- 
sideration after  marriage  are  important  factors  of  a  congenial  home. 

I  conclude  by  giving  you  a  glimpse  of  the  significance  of  an  ideal  mar- 
riage ceremony.  The  bridegroom  kneeling  at  the  altar  has  in  his  heart 
the  dearest  possession  that  a  husband  can  cherish  —  the  assurance  that  she 
who  places  her  hand  in  his  in  confidence  is  as  pure  as  a  sunbeam,  as  spot- 
less as  the  newly  fallen  snow.  He  has  the  assurance  that  in  her  purity  and 
sweetness  she  typifies  divine  motherhood.  Now  young  man,  you  tell  me. 
will  you,  whether  that  assurance,  that  complete  faith  and  confidence,  is  not 
worth  everything  else  in  the  world. 

And  equally  sublime  is  the  assurance  the  young  girl  has  that  the  man 
whom  she  loves,  to  whom  she  gives  herself  in  marriage,  comes  to  her  with 
that  same  purity  and  strength  of  character  which  she  brings  to  him.  Such 
a  union  will  indeed  be  a  marriage  ordained  of  God  for  the  glory  of  his 
creation. 

This  is  your  heritage,  youth,  as  you  contemplate  an  eternal  partnership 
and  I  pray  that  you  may  realize  it,  and  find  the  true  joy  and  happiness  of 
such  a  cherished  ideal,  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.     Amen.

feet,  with  155  steps  through  five  stories,  form  a  symmetrical  coil,  perfectly 
plumb  from  top  to  bottom.  There  are  few  such  staircases  in  America.  Two 
of  them  are  in  this  grand  old  temple,  built  by  craftsmen  when  Manti  was 
still  a  pioneer  village. 

Spiritually  the  Manti  Temple  is  a  light  and  a  centre  for  the  people 
of  central  Utah  even  as  the  physical  building  is  a  beacon,  seen  for  miles, 
guiding  travellers  approaching  it.  May  the  Manti  Temple  continue  to  be 
the  centre  and  the  goal  of  those  who  reside  in  that  district  for  many  times 
the  just  completed  80  years. 
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"TRACTOUT"  TEAM  VISITS  PIETERSBURG 

Late  in  the  afternoon  of  August  4,  Elder  Stephen  L.  Hunter  and 
Elder  Michael  T.  Cates  the  Assistants  to  the  Mission  President  left 
Johannesburg  heading  northward  for  the  little  city  of  Pietersburg.  The 
back  of  their  station  wagon  was  filled  with  cardboard,  printed  signs, 
thousands  and  thousands  of  pamphlets,  leaflets,  and  invitational  letters. 
Invitational  letters  to  what? 

Early,  the  morning  of  the  5th,  citizens  everywhere  in  Pietersburg  were 
surprised  to  see  their  city  blossoming  with  large  posters  declaring  the 
Mormons  to  be  in  town  and  inviting  all  Godfearing  men  and  women  to 
come  out  and  listen  to  His  appointed  representatives.  On  nearly  every 
light  pole  and  in  many,  many  shop  windows  the  invitation  was  repeated 
over  and  over  again.

Shortly  before  lunch  a  small  fleet  of  Volkswagens  and  one  Citreon 
pulled  up  in  front  of  the  boarding  house  where  the  Pietersburg  missionaries 
live.  The  "Tractout  Team"  had  arrived!  Immediately  after  lunch  and  a 
council  meeting,  President  Badger  and  13  other  missionaries  paired  off, 
inviting  all  Pietersburg  to  listen. 

An  excellent  male  vocal  group,  "The  Singing  Americans,"  had  been 
organized,  and  for  three  evenings  the  people  of  Pietersburg  were  told  of 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  by  way  of  song,  speech,  and  motion  picture. 
The  internationally  acclaimed  film,  "Man's  Seach  for  Happiness,"  was 
shown  each  evening  and  those  in  the  audience  were  often  moved  to  tears 
by  it's  moving  and  inspirational  message.
